Mr Tiganey faid, the bonds which were offered in 
this cafe would furnifh no additional fecurity, for if they 
were to be enforced, the attempt would only renew the 
cry that the’ commercial diflrefs was increafing. The 
only complaint was, that a certain defcription of traders 
could find no vent for their fugar ; and that after having 
for years received the higheft prices at home; they now 
found the foreign market fhut againft them fora time, 
and, if their prefent claim was not allowed, mutt be 
compelled to fel it at home at alower rate. It was not 
made to appear to the Houfe that this embaraflment was 
not the effect of fpeculation, or at leaft of a large crop 
coming in addition to the quantity already in the hands 
of the fpeculators. On the refult of further enquiry, it 
may appear that the petitionérs were entitled to relief, 
but, not in fuch a way as to enable them to keep up the 
extravagant price of the article in queltion. ‘There was 
one other motive which fhould lead the Houfe to take 
a further time for deliberation, and that was, the great 
commercial influence in Parliament, which, if the pre- 
fent claim was allowed, would give birth to, ard fanc- 
tion many fimilar applications. ; 

Mr Pirt faid, the fact was, that no iffue was to be 


the amount, in addition to the fecurity ; and therefore 
at all events the public was certain not to incur the 
{malleft hazard. He had objected to this claim in the 
firft inftance, as he had ever entertained a ftrong pre 
poffeflion againit blending public refources with any pri- 
vate intereits. But this, on a review, appeared to him 
to be a cafe of diftrefs; not arifing from any improper 
fpeculations, and one in which, without any rifk to the 
pablic, the greatelt benefit may be rendered to indivi- 
uals. 

The evidence, in his opinion, was fully fafficient, 
where the fa&ts were.of fuch notoriety. It was known 
that a larger quantity than ufual of fugar had been im- 
ported, and, at the fame time, from a concurrence of 
circumftances, the foreign market had been fhut againit 
us. The failures at Hamburgh had, in a certain de 
gree, cloled that outlet ; at home tke price had fallen 
trom eighty to fixty fhillings per cwt. and yet there was 
no fale for the.commodity. It would be bad policy to 
fuffer the price to fall fo low as to be. ruinous to the 
proprietor, and it would, in his opinion, be as injurious 
to fufer the merchant to fail in making good his en- 
gagements. , of 

Mr Bryan Epwarps faid, the argument drawn 
from the price of fugars was certainly a popular one ; 
but it was to be remarked, that the price was an objeét 
only with the planters, and not with the merchants, who 
were the applicants in tits inftance. ‘I'he merchants of 


London felt a-fimilar diltrefs with thofe of Liverpool,- 


and, thoald'they apply to that Houfe, would, io doubt, 
be regardéd as entitled to the fame relief. There were 
now in the feyeral ports of this kingdom not lefs than 
170,000 or 180,000 hogiheads of fogar, the duties on 
which amounted to two millions anda half of money, 
It was ufual alfo for the merchants to accept of bills 


which would aniount to a paymest of five millions more, 
making on the whole a demand on them of nearly eight 
millions ! ‘The import of fugars in the prefent had been 
nearly double that of any furmer yeat, and at the fame 
time the foreign market was hut againit the exporter 
by ao act in which he had no fhare. The coloniit had 
an undoubted right toa foreign market, after having 
fent his goods, and given the firit refufal to this country. 
But, in the laft-Seflion of Parliament it was thought, 
that, after the capture of the French Weit India Iflands, 
and in the then fituation of St Domingo, we might 
venture to compel foreigners to buy our fugars, aod to 
pay a part of the duty which had been previoufly with- 
drawn on exportation, ‘This plan, however wife and 
prudent in its conception, had been defeated by the A- 
merican merchants, who being aware of our defign, had 
collected fugars from the Spanith fettlements, and from 
every other quarter, and laden no lefs than 150 hips 
with that article for-Hamburgh. If relief were not 
granted, no lefs than 19 out of 20 of the Welt India 
merch ts would be obliged to {top payment. 

Mr ManWine denied the pofitions of Mr Edwards, 
with refpeét to the Welt India merchants. They were 
fomewhat embarrafled, no doubt, by the prefeat ftag- 
nation, but he did not under{ftand they meant to make 
any fimilar application to Parliament. 

Mr Yorxs was again{t the mixing of. public refour- 
ces with. private intereft, and thought that trade was 
always found to foarith beit when Jeft to itfelf. This 
was an affair of individuals, who fhould have fufficient 
intelligence to forefee what liad actually taken place, and 
to prevent their entering into engagements which they 
could not poflibly fulfil. 

Mr Pirr denied that the withholding of the draw- 
back was the caufe of the prefent embarraflment. In 
point of fac, the market of Hamburgh was fo over- 
{tocked, that fugars could not find a fale there at any 
price. It was his intention, however, to allow the 
drawback for a given time, pr until fugars were at a 
certain price. He fhould alfo propofe to give a relief 
to the merchants, by allowing them to warehoufe their 
fugars, on giving bonded fecurity for the duties. 

The seolien on Colonel Gafcoyne’s motion was then 
put, and agreed to without a divifion, and the bill or- 
dered.to be brought in. 

Mr Pitt propofed three refolutions—the firlt, re- 
{peéting the duty on molaffes ufed in diftilling ; the fe- 
cond, for granting, during a certain period, the full 
drawback va fugars exporced: and the third allowing 
the warehoufing of fugars jmported from the colonies. 
Thefe refolutions were agreed to in a Conmittee, and 
ordered to be reported to morrow. 

-A bill was ordered to be brought in for regulating 
the appropriation of the receipts of the income tax, and 
of the duties on imports and exports. 

‘Ve bill for prohibiting the diftilling of low wines 
from grain in Scotland, and the expiring laws bill, 
were read a fecond time. Adjourned. 


OCTOBER 3. 


The bill for the relief of the merchants and planters 
connected with St Vincent’s and Grenada was read a 
fir(t time. 
The report of the Committee of Supply, with the 
army eftimates, was brought up, and the refolutions a- 
greed to. 
The report of the Committee of Ways and Means 
was brought up and agreed to, and a bill ordered to be 
brought in purfuant to the refolution of the Committee. 
Mr Pisrreroint brought up the report of the Com- 
mittee on the bill to advance a loan of 500,000l. to the 
merchants of Liverpool and Lancafter, on their giving 
fecurity, when a bill was brought in purfuant to the faid 
report, and read a firlt time. 
The Houfe went into a Committee to confider of 
the duties payable on fpirits diftilled from molaffes, 
when they came to a refolution that the duty of 43a, the 
gallon on fermented: wort do ceate. ‘I'he report to 
be received to-morrow. . ' 
The fugar draw-back bounty bill was reported, when 
the refolutions were agreed to, That the draw-backs on 
bounties allowed by the act of the 36 G. ILI. and the 
act of laft Seffion, be allowed when the price of fugar’ 
is below a certain fum ; alfo, that fugar imported from 
our Welt India colonies, be allowed to be warehoufed,: 
The report being brought up, a bill was ordered to be 
brought in purfuant to the faid refolution. 

MONUMENT FOR EARL HOWE, 

Mr Secretary Dunpas faid, he did not think it 
would be neceffary for him to ufe many words in favour 
of the motion he was about to make. He believed he 
was not fingular in opinion, that, upon the death of the 
late Earl Howe, there: was an univerfal fentiment per- 
vading the country, that that Noble Lord thould not 
go out of the world without his country’s teftifying the 
elteem which they entertained for the fervices he had 
rendered it. 

_He remarked, that in various inftances his Majefty, 
with the concurrence of that Houfe, had fhewn his ap- 
probation of eminent fervices performed, and when his 
Majefty had thought fit to grant an honorary reward, 
that Houfe had interfered fo far as to take care that 
that reward fhould not be felt as a burthen. Nothing of 
a@ pecuniary nature was wanted, from the circum{tances 
of the deceafed Lord’s family ; but there was one and 
only one way in which it had occurred to him that the 
gratitude of the country could evince itfelf; and to this 
the motion he fhould make had reference. ‘To the fa- 
mily it mult be a great confolation, to perceive that the 
Noble Lord’s merits had not been forgotten by the coun- 
try when he was removed from a capacity of enforcing 
them himfelf. It was alfo to the country at large a mat- 
ter of importance, that there fhould be fomething to 
perpetuate the memory of eminent fervices performed. 
In generous brealts, perhaps the defire of having it re- 
corded, that oot only thofe among whom they lived va- 
lued and and efteemed them, but that polterity alfo 
held them in the fame efteem, would be felt as a lauda- 
ble ambition to induce them to perpetuate their name 
and memory by fignal exploits. 

He particularly wifhed that the place where this mo- 
nument thould be ereéted, might be St Paul’s Church, 
where the colours taken by that Noble Lord from the 
enemy, were once folemnly hung up ; he moved, there- 
fore, ** That an humble addrefs be prefented to his 
Majefty, that his Majefty would be gracioully pleafed 
to give directions that a monument be erected in the 
Cathedral Church of St Paul, to the memory of Ad- 
miral Earl Howe, with an infcription expreflive of the 
public fenfe that was entertained of the yery great 
and important} fervices rendsred by him, during a 
Jong and meritorious courfe of life, and particularly for 
the brilliant. vitory obtained over the French fleet on 
the 1f{t of June 1794; and to affure. his Majelty that 
the Houfe would make good the expences attending 





drawn by the planters at the rate of. cl. per hoghhead, 


ithe fame.” 


The motion Was agreed to nem. con. and fuch mem- 
bers as were of his Majelty’s Privy Council, were di- 
reéted to wait on his Majeily to prefent the fame. 

Mr Douwpas alfo gave notice, that to-morrow he in- 
tended to move the.thanks of the Houle to the Earl of 
Mornington, the Generals, and army in India. 

The Exchequer bills bill was read a fecond time, 
and ordered to be committed to-morrow. 

The Scotch Dittillery Prohibition billwas commit- 
ted ; the report was brought up, and to be received 
to-morrow. 

IMPORTATION OF CORN. 


Mr Pirt faid, that it was propofcd for a limited 
time to continue the ports open for the importation of 
corn, and it was the opinion of Government, that it 
was molt expedient that it fhould be left to the indivi- 
dval [peculations of merchants, to obtain fupplies ; fo 
that Government might be relieved entirely from the dif- 
agreeable burden of purchafing corn for the public fer- 
vice. The period to which he fhould propofe to conti- 
nue this permiflion, was to the 13th September 1800; 
and of this he wifhed the merchants who were going on 
with their fpeculations at prefent to be fully apprized.— 
The refolution was agreed to, and the report ordered to 
be received to-morrow. 

The Bill to amend the Income A& of laft Seflion, 
as far as refpected the appropriation of faid duties, was 
read a firittime, Adjourned. 
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Government, we underftand, received difpatches 
yelterday from the Duke of York, dated on the 27th. 
The army then occupied its former pofition ; but every 
preparation was making for an attack upon the enemy’s 
lines, which, as we have already flated, was expected 
to be made on Saturday or Sunday Jatt. 

It is faid that the enemy have received powerful ré- 
inforcements, and greatly improved their pofition fince 
the laft battle. The civil magiftrates of Hoorn have 
been changed, as it, was fufpected they had acted impro- 
perly on the tgth, when the town was taken ; and all 
the advanced pofts have been confiderably {trength- 
ened. 

When the laft accounts came away, Admiral Mi‘» 
chell had taken fome more of the {mall towns on the 
Zuyder Zee. 

The Channel ficet was expedted to fail from Torbay 
yelterday morning. All the officers were ordered to 
repait on board on Tuefday evening. 

The > fituation of the huftile armies in Italy, is fach 
as cannot fail to render the firft accounts from that quar- 
ter higiily interefting. Some of the morning and even- 
ing papers of yefterday pretend to {tate, on the authori- 
ty of the Hamburgh mail, that Championnet and Mo- 
reau had formed a junction. They have not, however, 
pointed out any afticle in which this important fact is 
to be found, and, wé believe, that none of the intell- 
gence brought by the mail warrants fuch a conclufion. 
By the lateit agcounts from the armies in Italy, Cham- 
pionnet’s outpatt were at leaft eighty miles diftant from 
thofe of Moreau; and Suwarrow was fo polted as to 
prevent the pofhibility of their joining on the plains of 
Piedmont, without firft compelling him to retreat—a 
movement which would molt probably have been prece- 
ded by a general engagement. 

- We are concerned to learn that General Tchertchb- 
koff, who was fecond in command of the Ruflians, in 
ation of the igth ult. in Holland, and who was very 
badly wounded, is fince dead of his wounds. 

By a private letter from Holland, we learn a trait of 
treachery in a Dutch Republican, and of humanity. and 
gallantry in a Britifh officer, which we think worthy of 
being recorded. Soon after the action of the 1gth ult. 
was over, this officer {pied with his glafs from the Bri- 
tifh lines, a man lying on his back about a quarter of a 
mile from him, with the appearance, from his writhings 
and contortions, as if he had been wounded. The ofh- 
cer, moved with compaffion at the man’s feeming dif- 
trefs, went out, taking two men with him wich blankets, 
to his relief. On approaching him, the Dutchman 
ftarted up, levelled his rifle at the oificer, the ball of 
which paffed through his trowfers between his legs.— 
The officer inftantly clofed with the villain, and by the 
fecond f{troke of his fabre cut the Dutchman’s head in 
two.’ He then returned to our lines, bringing in with 
him his enemy’s fabre and piftols as memorials of Dutch 
treachery, ; : 

The Ruffian auxiliaries (Coffacks) in Holland are de- 
feribed asa thick, fhort, {warthy, and remarkably ill- 
made fet of men, with fcanty whifkers on the upper 
lip, and Tartarian flat features. ‘L heir uniform is green, 
lined with red, and faced with black and yellow, with 
ycllow breeches ; the grenadiers caps are of the fhape 
of thofe made of rufhes by the youths in the country 
parts of England; the front wholly white metal, ex- 
aGtly fimilar to coffin plates. The uniform of their of- 
ficers is very gaudy, refembling our rich liveries at 
home. They are altogether a very hardy and ferocious’ 
fet of men, and are to lead the next attack. 

The following is {tated to be the ultimate mode of 
relief to be giveu'to the Weit-India merchants and plan- 
ters ; the merchants at Liverpool to have a loan of 
500,000. ; the planters of Grenada to have the period 
extended for the payment of their acceptances; and 
the merchants of London to have permiilion to bond 
their fagars, and a drawback to be allowed when fugars 
fall to a limited price. The diltilleries are alfo to be 
allowed to ufe molaffes. 

The Bank of England yefterday came to the refolu- 
tion of lending afliftance to the merchants, to the amount 
of one million and a half. 

Laft week 100 hogfheads of good Devonthire cyder 
were fold by a farmer near Exeter, for 5ol. and {ingle 
‘hogtheads of that article, of the. belt quality, are fent 
home to houfekeepers at 12s. each. 

Early on Monday morning the Exchequer Bill office 
in Palace yard, was broke open.’ The thieves cut 
through a door near nine inches thick, in order to get 
admiflion, and broke open every defk. in the office. — 
There was only money in two of them, amounting to 
15ol. ‘They did not touch an Exchequer bill. ‘I'he 
great depofit of notes was attempted to be forced, but 
without fuccefs, as it is enclofed in a thick ftone arch, 
with a heavy iron door to it.

Extract of a Letter from an Officer of the 17th foot gidatel 
Grenveldt, Holland, asth Sept. 1799. t 

On the morning of the toth our army atrackeg the 

enemy’s lines at day-break, the brigades of Sir Jamas 


Coors attacked the centre; the firing from the right 
was the fignal for us to begin, which we did by daving 
the enemy from a windmill in front of Outcafpell; we 
there attempted to ftorm a work in front of the village, 
under a very heavy fire of mufquetry and grape fot 
from four field pieces, but were obliged to fall back and 
thelter ourfelves by the dykes of the Canals, where we 
remained {till expofed to a continued fire of grape fhot 
and of the riémen, till three in the afternoon, when 
the enemy in attempting to draw fome men out of the 
work in order to flank us, afforded us an opportunity 
of rufhing in, which we did, driving them from_their 
work, and through the village of Qutealpell. Owing 
to fome miltake, Major General Coore’s brigade, con- 
fifting of the 2d, 29th, and 27th regiments, which 
ought to have been with us in the morning, did not ar- 
tive till five in the evening, fo that the oaly regiments 
engaged were our battalions, the two battalions of the

REGULATIONS 
For Prisoners of War in France, published by the French Mi- 

‘ *  nister of War, \ 

The prisoners of war distributed throughout the territory of 
ithe Republic are under the immediate superintendance of the 
‘civil and military authorities. Every rigour exercised with re- 
spect to them, without legitimate cause, cannot be tolerated— 
it isa crime. All citizens must-see in their persons the pledge 
of the persons of the French soldiers in the power of the coa- 
lesced nations; to treat them with mildness is therefore an act 
equally necessary and just; but they must be punished severely 
when they give themselves up td excesses. 

They cannot quit the commune assigned to them for their 
residence without a permission from the Commandant of | the 
depot, inspected by the Commissary of War, and in his ab- 
sence, by the Commissary of the Executive Directory. , 

This Feeney ¢must be accompanied with a description of, 
the person. . F : 

Every prisoner of war taken up svithout having this per- 
mission} is to be conducted to his depot, and there punished 
conformably to the laws, and.to my circular letter of the 18th 
Thermidor. * % 

Every prisoner found in. a public disturbance, even though 
he has his card, isto be taken up and tried forthwith, if he has 
excited rebellion or disobedience to’ the laws of the Republic ; 
the trial siw Il take place, every, other affair giving way to it. 

The same shall be observed in case of assenablages or plan of 
rebellion between them. , ’ 

It is prohibited, under pain of imprisonment, to prisoners of 
“war to carry any arnis whuteyer, . 

There shall be established at each depot an officer, supe*in- 
tending in chief, and subsoflicers, veterans selected from those 
resident in che commine, and sufficient in pumber to maintain 
good order and discipline among these foreigners. 

Oificers not-in active ¢eryice of the rank of Lieutehant and 
Sub-Lieutenant, may also be ériployed in this superintendance.
